More Trouble For tbe German Cabinet, 
Adjournment of Lantag. 



No Appropriation Made For the New 
Minister, President of 
Prnssia. 



[By Telegraph to the Bulletin.] 

Berlin, April 8.— The adjournment 
•f the landtag yesterday without haying 
made an appropriation for the salary of 
the new minister president of Prussia, 
shows that the cabinet crisis is still 
acuta. The independents and memberf 
of the left wing of the National Liberab 
say that the government now virtually 
acknowledges that the Reparation of the 
chancellorship with the minister presi 
dency was only a temporary niakeshilt 

The government, in view of the radi- 
cal and Uberal opposition to the separa- 
tion, they say, has decided to unite the 
office in the near future under the in- 
cumbency of Count Botho Von Eulen- 
burg and therefore avoided the excite- 
ment incident upon a needless debate on 
the proposed appropriation. 

It is an open' secret that Count Von 
Caprivi is determined to retire. His 
pride has been galled by the taunts of 
the liberals in the reichstag since the ap- 
pointment of Eulenburg, and he has 
shown himself to be only half hearted, 
In his defense .of the emperor's course 
in the recent emergency. Just before 
the adjournment of the reichstag he re- 
marked to Herr Von Levetzow: "I have 
little heart for these sham battles." 

The chancellor's journey to Carlsbad 
and the announcement that he is suffer 
ing from overwork are regarded as the 
prelude to his retirement. Few min- 
isters have left the Prussian or imperial 
cabinet in the last five years without 
similar advance notices. Caprivi's in- 
terviews with Kalnoky at Carlsbad will 
probably be one of the last negotiations 
of his career as chancellor. These nego- 
tiations, it is isaid, will concern the rec 
ognition of Prince Ferdinand of Bul- 
garia, earnestly desired by Austria, as 
well as the threatening attitude of Rus 
sia on the border. 

Another sick man in the emperor's 
cabinet is the minister of war. General 
Von Kaltenbom. His ilbiess is said to 
be diplomatic, and is due to his inability 
to defend ally the army reform plan 
of the emi^rdr to be introduced before 
the reichstLg next winter. He has 
shown hhuudf to tie a poor figure in 
parliament, and in view of the uncer- 
tainty of a government majority, an 
abler speaker will take his place. The 
most likely candidate is said to be 
Lieutenant (ieueral A^on Blunie, com- 
mander Of toe Eighth division in Erfurt. 

O'JR MINISTER TO RUSSIA. 

He Is Comics; Hume After Hit Good 
Work Among the Starving. 

St. Petersburg. April 8.— Charles 
Emory Smith, the United States minis- 
ter, was given an audience yesterday by 
the czar at Gatschina. preparatory to bis 
departure fcr the United States. His 
majesty spoke appreciatively and warm- 
ly of the offerings seat from America 
for the relief of the famine sufferers, 
and asked Mr. Smith to convey his 
thanks to the American people. 

Mr. Smith expected to return to the 
United States last February; but he has 
been detained h<»re directing the distri- 
bution of the flour, grain and provisions 
Kent from America. The distribution is 
now so well organized that it can pro- 
ceed on the fixed plans. He will leave 
St. Petersburg April 18, and will sail 
from Liverpool for New York on the 
White Star line steamer Teutonic 
April 27. 

Advice to London IN. lire. 

London, April 8.— The Evening News 
and other newspapers urge upon the po- 
lice not to interfere too sternly with the 
unemployed workingmen in holding 
their meetings, or with socalled sociol- 
ists, who in a quiet manner seek to let 
off the steam of their discontent in Hyde 
Park and public places. The Evening 
News says t at hours of harangue would 
be better than an ounce of dynamite. 
The police are advised, while requiring 
that all shall obey the law, not to pro- 
voke and irritate people to crime by un- 
called for •

Mysterious Death of an Heiress Arouses 
the Simpleton of Her Relatives. 

Lancaster, Pa., April 8. — A. Q. Mar 
tin and J. M. Gingrich, of Lebanon 
county, are in this city, and have 
charged that their niece, Ada R. Elier- 
eole, who wua buried at Milton Grove, 
this county, on March 28, had been 
foully dealt with, and demanded that 
her remains be disinterred and an inves- 
tigation be made.

Veinman's ]>eculiar actions and differ 
ent stories he told of the girl's death, and 
the fact that he would allow no one to 
come east with him with the body, 
aroused suspicion. 

Investigation bos disclosed that the 
girl, who was in excellent health, was 
only sick two days, and that as soon as 
she complained of being ill. and before 
• doctor was called, Weinman said she 
would die. Mr. Weinman said a post 
mortem was held at Dalton, and th 
five doctors who attended found the 
lining of her stomach punctured with 
small holes, but could not find the cause 
for her strange and sudden death. 

The reason assigned bv the relativ 
for the foul play is that Mr. Weinman 
desired to obtain possession of his step- 
daughter's money. She had been left a 
good sized bequest by her grandfather 
and as she was to have l>een married 
soon it is thought that Weinman re- 
sorted to crime to prevent the money 
from escaping his grasp. The body will 
be disinterred and a thorough investiga- 
tion be made.

Revolutionists Meet With Defeat-General 
Crespo Pnt to Flight. 



His Present Whereabouts Unknown. 
The Revolutionary Feeling 



[By Telegraph to the Hci.i.etw.] 

Panama, April 8.— A letter from La 
Guayra says that General Creepo's 
troops have been defeated and their po- 
sition in the vicinity of Ortez has been 
occupied by the government forces. 
Crespo has fled, and his present where- 
abouts is unknown. 

The defeat is said to be due to the fact 
that Crespo had not yet armed all 
his troops as the rifles and ammunition, 
destined for his use, were kept back in 
consequence of the close watch of the 
government s men along the coast. Al- 
though nominally the head of 12,000 
men, more than half of them were un- 
armed and all were undisciplined. 
» It is not thought that Crespo has left 
the country. General Aranjo, who was 
expected to join Crespo with 2,500 men 
from Merida, had not arrived at the 
time of the battle. General Balizta, 
also an organizer of a small revolution- 
ary army, is aid to contemplate joining 
his forces with those of Aranjo and con- 
tinue the struggle. It is regarded as 
probable that Crespo will reappear 
shortly at the head of another army. 

Despite the reverses of the revolu- 
tionists, ti»e disaffection is spreading. 
The depreciation of the currency has 
raised prices, and in Valencia and Car- 
acas, meat is sold for forty and fif :y 
cents a pound. The suffering of the 
poor is extreme, and the lower classes in 
the cities are ready to rise at a moment's 
notice, in case the revolutionists win a 
victory. Public places of resort are de- 
serted. 

Palaeio fears for his life and ventures 
abroad only under double guards. The 
whole district surrounding his palace is 
watched day "Mid night by forty privates 
of the regular army. Rumors of plots 
thicken daily, and fifty suspected con- 
spirators of the lowest class have been 
imprisoned. The total number of men 
in prison at the date of writing was re- 
ported at LaGuayra as exceeding 900. 
These men are kept confined without 
examination or trial. 

Mioof'ig Afrruy »t Toledo. 

Toledo, April 8.— This city was the 
scene of a probable tragedy yesterday 
afternoon. George Lenhart. a carpenter, 
drove up to the office of Samuel Clark, 
a stone con ft ctor, and calling him out, 
deliberately shot him. the ball entering 
the latter 's side. Clark fell to the 
ground, when Lenhart got out of the 
buggy and kicked him and again shot 
him. The balls have not yet been 
found. Clark is an aged gentleman, 
ami it is hardly probable that he will 
pull through. ' No cause is yet known 
for the deed. Lenhart was immediately 
arrested.

judgment ; and if he has abused his dis- 
cretion the remedy, if any, is by appeal 
and not by mandamus."

The House resumed consideration of 
the World's Fair bill yesterday morning. 

The voting began on the amendment 
striking out $100,000 and inserting $75,- 
000. It was defeated by a vote of twenty- 
nine to fifty-two. The next vote was on the 
amendment reinserting the Sunday clos- 
ing and prohibition clauses struck out 
by the Senate. This amendment was 
adopted by the big vote of sixty-four to 
twenty-seven. 

The amendment striking out $100,000 
and inserting $50,000 was defeated by a 
vote of 32 to 56. The Peaks amendment, 
cutting off the per diem of all the Com- 
missioners except the President and Sec- 
retary, was adopted, and three of the 
Commissioners will have to work for 
honor and glory if the Senate concurs. 
His other amentinent, limiting the 
traveling expenses of the Commissioners, 
was defeated. 

Mr. Pettit's first amendment, requiring 
a guarantee from the National Commis- 
sioners that the Kentucky loan will be 
repaid, was defeated by a big majority. 
Mr. Bashaw's amendment providing that 
Kentucky get her pro rata of the gate 
receipts was killed. 

Then the question was on Mr. Pettit's 
substitute to the original bill that cities 
and counties subscribe for the display, 
and that no State appropriation be made. 
This was ruled out of order, and the vote 
on the bill as amended, appropriating 
$100,000, was then taken, and resulted: 
Yeas, 56 : Na ys, 35.

A LANDSLIDE. 



More Trouble For the Railroad People 
At Pleasant Yalley. 



One Hundred Feet of the Tunnel Went 
Down Yesterday— The Hands 
on a Strike. 



Misfortunes never come singly, is an 
old saying, and the L. and N. Railway 
Company is finding this true. 

An account was given by the Bulletin 
Tuesday of the big cave in at Pleasant 
Valley tunnel the day before. There 
was another huge landslide yesterday and 
early last evening, covering fully one hun- 
dred feet more of the track with a mass 
of earth and rock. About forty feet of 
the tunnel was covered by the first land- 
slide. 

To complicate matters, the hands at 
work clearing the track and repairing the 
tunnel went on a strike yesterday for 
higher wages. They have been getting 
$1.25 a day and they now demand $1.50. 
They refused to go in for any less. 

The landslide is interfering a great deal 
with traffic on the Maysville division. It 
is thought now that it will take three 
weeks' hard work to clear the track and 
get everything in running shape. 

The company, as already announced 
by the Bi lletin, has an arrangement 
with the C. and O. for shipping freight 
for points south of the tunnel. It goes to 
Covington and thence out to Paris. All 
passengers have to transfer at the tunnel.

The Advance Abroad Puts Strength 
the Market Everywhere.
